LONDON, Jan. 20.—(#)— 


An earnest plea that the 
powers of the world take 
their places at the London 
naval arms limitation con- 
ference with a will to ob- 
tain 
results 
beneficial to 


mankind was made today by 
Henry L. Stimson, United States 
secretary of state, at the British 
government 
banquet 
preliminary 


to the opening of the meeting. 


The American secretary spoke of 


the conference as one of the rare 
occasions of history out of which a 
permanent step toward peace for 
all nations might be given impetus. 


"The chief purpose of our meet- 


ing is-to transform the process of 
naval armament from a method of 
competition to one of mutual agree- 
,ment 
and 
limitation," he 
said. 


'"Economy is only an important bi- 
product of such an end. Our real 
aim is to remove the secrecy, the 
rivalry, the mutual irritation .which 
inevitagly attends the precedent of 
competition in armament and to 
leave each nation free to have an 
adequate national defense which

Recent caustic 
criticism 
of the 


personnel entrusted with prohibi- 
tion enforcement is blamed by pro- 
hibition commissioner, James M. 
Doran, as having had a large part 
in inducing armed resistance 
by 
violators of the law, resulting in 
the slaying of enforcement officers. 
Doran made this statement in 


commenting upon the killing of F. 
R. Patterson and Robert K. Mon- 
cure, prohibition 
agents, 
when 


they entered a home at West Palm 
Beach, Florida, on Saturday 
to 


search for liquor. 
"I regret deeply the killing of 
any 
person." 
the 
commissioner 


said, "but the deaths of Patterson 
and Moncure, who went in broad 
daylight to servfc a seach warrant 
upon a suspected bootlegger, were 
due in large part to recent inflam- 
matory attacks upon our person- 
nel, which leads weak-minded crim- 
inals to attack honest and efficient 
officers acting, in performance of 
their sworn duty."

"The man whirled in a crouch- 
ing position, evidently trying to 
run for protection behind a'near- 
by counter," the sheriff said. 


"Deputy Eckols and 
I • let go 
with our guns. He was shooting 
a 20 gauge pump gun and I had 
a .44 revolver. The boy gave one 
cry 'Oh Lordy' and died in five 
minutes." 


"The other boy surrendered at 


once. He told us there was another 
outside on the lookout, but he 
got away before we could get out- 
sidH."

REPARATIONS FOR 
DUAL MONARCH ARE 


FINALLY SETTLED 


COMPROMISE EFFECTED IN 
WHAT AUSTRIA AND HUN- 
GARY MUST PAY CRERITORS 


THE HAGUE, Jan. 20.—tIFh-The 
protocal adopting the Young plan 
was signed this afternoon at the 
second Hague reparations . confer- 
ence. 


The document, which puts an end 


to ten years of contention and ne- 
gotiations 
over 
the 
reparations 


problem 
consisted 
of 119 pages 


with fourteen annexes and twenty 
separate agreements between the 
different powers. 


It scales down the total repara- 


tions Germany must pay from the 
enormous claims presented at the 
peace conference 
totalling $100- 


000,000,000 to a little less than $9,- 
000,000,000 
payable 
in 
fifty-nine 
years. 


It brings to an end the sanctions 
as authorized by the treaty of Ver- 
sailles in the eventuality of a de- 
fault by Germany and throws 
the 


burden on deciding when Germany 
is in default upon the court of in- 
ternational justice. Only after this 
court has decided there is cause for 
action can any of Germany's cred- 
itors proceed to coervlce measures. 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands, Jan, 


20.—</TV-After more than 24 hours 
of continuous session, the commit- 
tee on non-German reparations fin- 
ally solved the conflict between 
Hungary and Austria and their rep- 
arations creditors today. 


The result was a compromise. 
Hungary agreed to pay her cred- 


itors 13,500,000 gold crowns a year 
after 1943 until 1966 while Austria 
pays 1,000,000 gold crowns a year 
during the same period. 


The claims and counter claims, 


apart from reparations, were set- 
tled trough two pools to which the 
big powers contributed. The first 
amounting 
to 
240,000,000 
gold 


crowns to cover land claims and 
the second 100,000,000 gold crowns 
to be applied specially to the claims 
of the church and the Hapsburgs. 
This may be increased if necessary 
to cover the judgments of The Ha- 
gue court of arbitration.

EXPENDITURE OF MORE THAN 


TEN BILLION DOLLARS FOR 


CONSTRUCTION IS FORECAST 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(/P>- 
An expenditure of more than 
ten 


billion dollars for public and pri- 
vate construction work throughout 
the nation is expected during the 
coming year by Secretary Lament. 


Responding "to President Hoov- 
er's campaign for stabilizing busi- 
ness and stimulating construction, 
the commerce department has been 
collecting and co-ordinating data 
on prospective building in ail parts 
of the country. 


These reports indicate more than 


seven billions will be spent in pub- 
lic building and maintenance and 
in public utility construction, 
an 


outlay that would establish a new 
peace time record. 
Expenditures 


for 
commercial 
and 
industrial 


structures are expected to exceed 
three billion dollars on the basis 
of last year's building. 
Complete returns have been re- 


ceived from 2B states and partial 
returns and estimates from all the 
others indicating an expenditure 
lor public works, including those 
of the federal government, of ap- 
proximately S3,325,000,000. 


It is estimated that public util- 


ities, railroads and telegraph com- 
panies will spend 53.250,000,000 for 
bettering their plants and equip- 
ment and that electric, gas, and 
street 
railway 
companies 
will 
spend 
approximately $410,000.000 


for the maintenance 
of existing 
plants and equipment.

W — Delegates to the second 
session of tho Hague Repar- 
ations Conference on appli- 
cation of the 
Young Plan

tries met last night and argued far 
into this morning to ascertain if 
sonic settlement which will permit 
their signing the protocol making 
the Young plan effective Monday 
morning was not possible.

happiness of our people." 


Modern Prison System 


In his platform he declares for 
a modern prison system, but said 
he thought it "absurd to say that 
Texas cannot have a system unless 
it is located within 20 or 30 miles 
from the city of Austin." 


"The state owns 80,000 acres of 


prison land, a large part of which 
is as fertile as the Valley of tho 
Nile, and wi3 should think a long 
while before disposing of our pen- 
itentiary lands," ho said.

state as prison property, he said 
that in his opinion there is enough 
oil under this farm," to build the 
most modern prison system in the 
United States."

"I am at a loss to know why a 
test for oil has not been made on 
the Imperial farm," Mayfield said. 
"If I am elected governor of Texas, 
one of the first things I shall do 
will be to make Arrangements to 
have this particular tract of land 
drilled for oil."

prison system ,he said: 
"It is my opinion that suitable 


location for the construction of a 
modern prison system can be found 
on state-owned lands, yet as gov- 
ernor of Texas I would not as- 
sure a 'rule or ruin' attitude on 
the matter.

While many considerations have 


played their parts in the prelimi- 
nary discussions, no clo'se observer 
can fail to see a constant, underly- 
ing effort to brtyig the full weight 
of public opinion into focus for re- 
duction of navies, imder the spirit- 
ual guidance of the Kellogg peace 
pact, during tho next half-dozen 
years. 
Thus, if the conference 
which 


meets January 21 succeeds, 1930 is 
destined to become 
a red-letter 


year in naval history. 
Several elements of the present 


situation are arguing for a. six- 
year agreement as to building pro- 
grams, rather than any serious at- 
trmpt to fixVatios and limitations 
lor a longer term. 


The Washington treaty, limiting 


battleships, expires in 1936, and, 
naturally, another conference will 
meet then to consider its renewal 
and extension. The experts have, 
decided, likewise, that 1936 is the ! 
most convenient year to bring ac- 
tually into effect the proposal for j 
parity between the United States I 
and Oreat Britain; by merely let- 
ting old ships go for scrap iron as 
they outlive their usefulness, and 
not building new ones, the two na- 
vies will approach equality in most 
classes of vessels six years hence.

Entire State in Grip 
Severe Cold; Damage 
a Livestock and Fruit 
' 


(By The Associated Press.) 


Old Sol tried sturdily to thaw out Texas today after 


one of the worst freezes in the history of the state, which 
accounted for at least two deaths, much suffering and 
loss to livestock, truck gardens and citrus fruit. . 


No estimate was made of the livestock loss on the 


ranges of Texas, and of damage to truck gardens in the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley. In the latter section, citrus 
trees escaped damage, but some loss was experienced by 
owners of citrus fruit still on trees, while new tomato 
plantings were severely damaged. 


In the area -around Wichita Falls, it wa» feared hun- 


dreds of cattle had been frozen to death. Similar reports 
were received from the Panhandle and from West Texas. 


At least two deaths attributed to the bitter cold in the 


Panhandle were reported. 
Under a brighty shining sun, t6nv 
peratures rose slowly today, but 
freezing weather prevailed over all 
the state from Brownsville in ex- 
treme South Texas to Amarillo in 
the Panhandle. 


While Texas shivered In the un- 


usual cold, old timers recalled on- 
ly one blizzard of greater' intensi- 
ty—the winter of 1899. Uniformity 
from 
all over the state reports 


wero that the temperatures 
were 


lower than had been recorded since 
1899. 


Dallas, with temperatures 3 be- 


low zero, recalled that it was in

WOULD DEFER REPAYMENT 
DEMANDS UNTIL A F T E R 
BENEFACTOR GRADUATED 


FORT 
WORTH, Jan. 20.—WV- 
Establishment of a new. student 
loan fund at Texas A. & M. College, 
to be administered KO as to defer 
until after graduation the date of 
repayment of money advanced to 
students who require outside fi- 
nancial aid to complete their edu- 
cation, is pin lined by the A. & M. 
"Mothers' Club of Fort Worth and 


I he Association of Former Stu- 
dents of the college. 


Administration of the fund and 


selection of the students to bo bcn- 
cfitted by it would be left in the 
hands of a joint committee from 
the two organizations. Loans ad- 
vanced to students would bear in- 
terest from the date of graduation. 
The fund would be created by indi- 
vidual subscription and perpetuat- 
ed by using only the interest from 
the trust fund established. 


There are at present two funds' 


available to students of the college 
who find it necessary to obtain aid 
in defraying the expense of their 
education. One of these is a fund 
provided by private subscription 
and held in tcust by authorities of 
tho school, but the rules governing 
its administration effectively lim- 
its its usefulness, Mrs. S. R. Hoyt 
of Fort Worth-, president of the A. 
& M. Mothers' Club 
points out. 
These 
stipulations require 
that 


loans obtained by the student dur- 
ing any school year must be repaid 
before he is allowed to register for 
the succeeding session. The other, 
created by the Association of For- 
mer Students, requires repayment 
of the loan before graduation of 
the student borrower. 


Funds Give Much Aid. 
Many boys have been aided by 
the two funds, Mrs. Hoyt says, but 
the curtailment of their use by the 
Jules governing them loaves ne- 
cessity 
for 
additional aid 
for 
worthy students. She enumerates 
the experiences of two boys who 
have come under her observation 
as instances of the good that may 
derive from them extending aid to 
students and tho lost opportunities 
that come from failure of the stu- 
dent to obtain aid when needed. 


1 "The first example," she said, "is 
that of tho son of a poor tenant 
farmer in tho black lands of Cen- 
tral Texas who, in some manner, 
had become imbued with the de- 
sire for an education. He was en- 
couraged by his parents, although, 
with a large family to support, they 
•were unable to offer him any fi- 
nancial assistance. He determined 
to attempt to work his way through 
college—for work, to the son of a 
tenant farmer, was to be expected 
—and fall found him enrolled at 
Texas A. & M. College. 
"Because of his lack of money 
he was unable to register as a reg- 
ular or live in the college dormi- 
tory. So. handicapped at the out- 
set, he purchased a tent, a cot, a 
few ^cooking utensils and an oil 
stove. 


Illness Interferes. 
''Hunger and cold began to bat- 


tle against his determination. If 
he studied enough to pass in his 
course, he had not sufficient time 
to earn enough to live. 
Then an 
illness sent him to bed for a time, 
causing a. serious setback to both 
his earnings 
and 
his classroom 
work. 


"It was alono and ill In his tent 
that the director of the institu- 
tion's loan fund found the lad. Tho 
lad had not known that such aid 
•was available to students. Pro- 
vided with funds, he became an ex- 
cellent student. Four years later 
he was graduated, and now holds a 
responsible position and is said to 
be one of the most promising young 
men in his line of business in Tex- 
as." 


The second example 
cited 
by 
Mrs. Hoyt was that of a young 
Port Worth boy who was denied 
the privilege of a much-desired col- 
lege education while his compan- 
ions went on to continue their 
school careers in a higher institu- 
tion. 


One r,a<] Jjstt Out. 
"This lad," she said, "is one of 


four who grew up as companion;;, 
attended grade 
school 
and high 
school together, and were insepar- 
able as playmates since early child- 
rood. When they 
finished 
high 
school, three of the boys began to 
lay plans for goirlg to college. 


"The lad in question was left out 
of all these discussions, for 
al- 
though he was as ambitious as tho 
rest, the poverty of his family did 
not permit the expenditures neces- 
sary to help him through school. 
Both his parents wore handicapped 
by physical disabilities which pre- 
vented them from earning a com- 
fortable living, 
find 
a prejudice 
against education had been created 
in his father's mind by the actions 
of 
his older son, who had 
run 


away- from home soon after finish- 
ing high school. 


"So, while his companions wont 
to college, tbc lad wcnl lo work. 
He is now 21. r.nd has gone about 
as far in hi» work ns it is possible 
with the equipment ho has. Out

"Friday morning when I put wa- 


ter and food out for tfie robins and 
Cedar Wax Wings I noticed other 
birds in the flocks. By looking close- 
ly with my field glasses I found 
them to be Starlings," Mrs. Molloy 
continued. "This is the second time 
I have seen these birds in Corsi- 
cana within the past eight years. 
My sister saw a few about seven 
years ago. 


"The Starling (Sturnus Vulgaris;,^ 


was brought to New York City ifl» 
1890," Mrs. Molloy pointed out. "He,' 
like the English 
Sparrow, 
was 


brought to thfs" country to destroy 
insects that were destroying the 
orchards of the Eastern states. Only 
sixty were brought over but they 
have multiplied so 
rapidly 
and 


spread into an ever widening terri- 
tory that they are becoming very 
dangerous. The greatest danger ia 
to the native birds, blue birds, 
crested flycatchers, wrens, swal- 
lows, and 
fleckers all nest in. 


cavities as does the Starling. 


"Starlings can be taught to whis- 


tle and imitate sounds and evert 
to speak. The general color is dark 
blue, tinted with purple and with 
metallic luster. The whole bird is 
streaked and spotted with buff or 
light tan," Mrs. Molloy said in de- 
scribing tho bird. 


Mrs. Molloy also said the 'robins 
had been well taken care of but
